Lexington, Kentucky., 29.— Based on information gathered by letters from leading 
Republicans and Democrats in various sections of the State, "the dope" on the primary 
dection to be held next Saturday runs thusly : 

Judge Andrew Jackson Kirk, of Paintsville, very likely will win the Republican 
nomination for Judge of the Court of Appeals in the Seventh Appellate District, and it 
is odds on that he will succeed Judge Charles C. Turner, of Mt. Sterling, on the bench of 
the big Court at Frankfort. Judge Kirk was the Republican nominee for this oflfce in 
1912 to succeed Judge Robert Hiner Winn, of Mt Sterling, but was the victim of the 
rolit in his party. Had there been no division of the G. 0. P. it is conceded that Jimge 
.^irner, a Democrat, could not have been elected. 

At the beginning of this year's fight in the 27 counties of the district it appeared 
as if Attorney Simeon S. Willis, of Ashland, might be the victor, and a little later on it 
seemed as if Judge Flem D. Sampson, of Barbourville, would score first, but this infor- 
mation from R«niblicanis and Democrats who are aoo-edited with fbfl knowledge of the 
sections of the (^strict in which they reside produces the impre8si<m that Ju^ Kirk 
will be nominated.
